U. S. Secretary of State Dulles, 
virtually assured of a major dip­ 
lomatic victory in getting approval 
of an anti-Red resolution, planned 
to leave for Washington today. 
A majority of the nations meet­ 
ing here threw’ their support to the 
Dulles proposals for united action 
to prevent international Commu­ 
nists from gaining a foothold in 
the Americas. 
Some, however, d e m a n d e d 
amendments to the U. S. 
draft 
resolution which would spell out 
more specifically a guarantee that 
this would not permit intervention 
into the internal affairs of any one 
state. 
Guatemala, accused by U. S. of­ 
ficials in 
Washington 
of 
being; 
Communist-dominated, has fought j 
a bitter, lone battle against such j 
a declaration by the conference. : 
That country’s representatives here i 
deny their government is under j 
Red influence and claim they are 
fighting for democracy. 
The Red issue has been debated 
heatedly in the political - judicial ; 
committee of the conference for a 
week. Dulles led the fight for pass­ 
age of his resolution 
calling on 
American states to take joint ac- j 
tion whe/iever any erne of their 
number falls under international 
Communist influence. 
Mexico led the way in trying to I 
get the proposed resolution amend­ 
ed to call for joint action only if a 
country were threatened by outside 
agents.

WASHINGTON UP — Vice Pres!*

He made public a document he 
claimed represented Secretary of 
the Army Robert T. Stevens as 
trying to divert the group’s atten­

Stevens and John G. Adams, the 
Army’s general counsel 
retorted 
that such accusations were untrue. 
MTcCarthy had said

3 Cops, Lose Most Of Loot

COLUMBUS UP—Segregation in 
Ohio National Guard units is set 
to end within two weeks.

SEATTLE UP—Three bank rob­ 
bers who shot their way through 
a police trio, killing one and wound­ 
ing two others, were the objects of 
a virtually clueless search through­ 
out the Northwest today. 
The policemen never fired a 
shot yesterday morning as they 
were cut down by the three men 
who had just 
finished robbing 
the Greenwood Bank of $97,700 
most of which they dropped In 
their getaway. 
The bandits, wearing horn-rim­ 
med spectacles and 
false noses 
which 
some 
bystanders 
first 
thought w'ere part of a joke, en­ 
tered the bank at 10:40 a. rn. 
An employe pressed a concealed 
alarm bar with his foot and three 
policemen in one-man patrol cars 
responded—their sirens screaming 
as they neared the bank. 
“ George, 
somebody’s 
sounded 
the alarm,” one bandit shouted as 
he ran toward 
the front lobby. s 
Police Sgt. How ard Slessman, shot­ 
gun at 
his 
side, 
w as 
running > 


through the outer door. The bandit 
fired and Slessman fell, a bullet 
wound in his neck.

AS SLESSMAN fell, Patrolman 
Frank W. Hardy, 30, arrived and 
jumped from his car, running to­ 
ward the parking lot on the east 
side of the bank. A second bandit 
fired through 
a window, hitting 
Hardy in the head. He dropped to 
the sidewalk, mortally wounded. 
The third 
officer, 
Vernon 
R. 
Chase, arrived just as two of the 
gunmen broke through a side door. 
One fired quickly and Chase was 
down a few feet from Hardy, a 
bullet wound in the chest. 
The third kicked out a plate 
glass 
window 
and j u m p e d 
through. He dropped a sack con­ 
taining $90,800 as he fled. 
The robbers’ getaway automo­ 
bile was found later, a few miles 
away, its motor still w'arm and a 
.45 caliber bullet on the front seat. 
No further clues of real import 
have been uncovered, police offi­ 
cials reported. 


Secret Data 
Said Taken 
From A-Plant 
WASHINGTON of) — Substantial 
quantities of secret documents, re­ 
lated possibly to hydrogen bomb 
production, reportedly are missing 
from the government’s huge atom­ 
ic plant at Hanford, Wash. 
Rep. Pelly (R-Wash) said yester­ 
day the Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion has confirmed informally that 
certain papers have vanished. Pel- 
ley, who said he first heard reports 
of this late last year, added that 
AEC did not tell him the nature of 
the missing classified material, but 
that he took it for granted it was 
“top secret.” 
Pelly said he had no indication 
the data was stolen by spies, but 
he asked for an investigation by 
the Senate-House Atomic Energy 
Committee because, he said, ’even 
if it’s a matter of poor housekeep­ 
ing it’s a shocking situation.” 
The congressman r e p o r t e d 
Chairman W. Sterling Cole (R-NY) 
of 
the 
atomic 
committee 
has 
agreed to look into the situation 
and that an investigator probably 
will be sent to Hanford shortly. 
An AEC 
spokesman 
said 
the 
commission would have nothing to 
s;.y for the time being. 
Hanford’s main mission is pro­ 
duction of plutonium, a fissionable 
material, for etomic bombs. 
However, Dr. Ralph Lapp, a sci­ 
entist who worked on the W’orld 
War II Manhattan project, said re­ 
cently that material used in the 
first big hydrogen blast in Novem­ 
ber, 1952 was made at Hanford. 
Dr. Lapp identified this material 
as tritium, a heavy form of hydro­ 
gen.

Ohio Highway Engineering Linked To Legislature’s Moves 


COLUMBUS, Ohio OD—The state 
Legislature has a lot to do with 
engineering work on Ohio’s major 
thoroughfares, whether it realizes 
it or not. 
That’s because it has the final 
and only say on whether new road 
revenues can be used in planning 
huge projects designed to revamp 
fgjhio’s major thoroughfare system, 
i he new revenues come from the 


last one cent a gallon gasoline tax 
and the axle-mile tax on trucks. 
These funds nave been pouring 
into the State Highway Construc­ 
tion Council road building fund. 
Practically all the money the coun­ 
cil will get w ill go'into this year’s 
115 million dollar road program. 
The middle of next year these 
new revenues go into a fund the 
state will use to retire half a bil­ 


lion engineering, can eat up IO or 
are yet to be issued. 
But you can’t build roads with­ 
out plans, and plans take a heap 
of engineering work. The engineer- 1 
ing, both preliminary and construc­ 
tion engieerig, ca eat up IO or 
12 per cent of a project’s entire 
cost. 
The state can sell up to 125 mil- j 
lion dollars worth of road bonds a 


year—but bond money can’t be 
used for engineering. 
But if funds set aside to retire 
the bonds are larger than needed, 
the amount left over can be u>ed 
for engineering—if the Legislature 
appropriates the money for that. 
If the Legislature does not, en­ 
gineering money either must be 
found elsewhere or projects don’t 
get very far along. 


The state highway department 
has had to do a bit of legal juggling 
of funds to get the 115 million dol­ 
lar 1954 major road program un­ 
der way. 
The recent special session of the 
Legislature approved the gover­ 
nor’s road program to be built with 
“ council funds” when the high­ 
way department saw it needed 
eight million dollars of council 


money for engineering so it could 
keep working up new projects. 
The highway 
department still 
gets 
its 
highway 
im plem ent 
fund, which amounts to 12 million 
dollars a year. This money is for 
the 12,000 miles of state roads not 
deemed important enough to be in­ 
cluded in the 6,200 miles of ma­ 
jor state thoroughfares. 
This money comes from the sec- 


! ond 2 cents of the 5 cents in state 
gasoline taxes you pay. It can be 
used for engineering, and is being 
so used. But every dime spent for 
engineering means IO cents less 
available for use on keeping up the 
secondary roads. 
It probably will be June I be­ 
fore road bond money is avails- 
, hie for use. First bonds can be 


sold after April 19, and the mom

McCarthy—cast 
into seeming whispers this week 
congressional 
happenings 
that 
would have amounted to quite an 
earful in more normal times. 
The 
Wisconsin 
Republican’s 
basic aim, he says, is to root out 
those who would destroy this coun­ 
try in a Communist conspiracy. 
But from one day to the next he 
was in running battle with first 
one, then another combatant not 
usu illy identified with the Krem ­ 
lin. 
The week was already off to a 
fast start from a radio-televised 
charge by Adla* E. Stevenson, the 
1952 Democratic choice for presi­ 
dent, that the Republican party 
was “ half McCarthy and half E i­ 
senhower.” 
McCarthy said he wanted free 
radio-TV time to answer Steven­ 
son. But Chairman Leonard Hall of 
the Republican National Commit­ 
tee Scut him to it. got the networks 
to allot time to the party instead. 
With President Eisenhower’s okay 
Vice President Nixon was named 
for the job. 
McCarthy hired himself a lawyer 
to press his case for nationwide 
rebuttal, meanwhile availing him­ 
self of one broadcaster's offer to 
give what the senator termed a 
partial answer. 
Sen. Flanders of Vermont, in one 
of the first Republican attacks ort 
McCarthy on the Senate floor, leap­ 
ed into the fray by asking if his 
colleague was not “ doing his best 
to shatter’’ the party. Eisenhower 
agreed with Flanders that there 
was “ great danger” of splitting the 
GOP. 
McCarthy 
playfully 
told 
Flanders, “ You vote less for the 
Republicans than any other mem­ 
ber of the party so quit advising 
me how to be a good Republican.”

script. Mrs. Annie Lee Moss, sum­

Reds, denied she had ever been a 
Communist. Democrats on the com­ 


mittee drew 
out that two other 
women by the same name live in 
Washington, 


Then the Army gave some mem­ 
bers of the group a report saying 
McCarthy and the subcommittee’s 
chief 
counsel, 
Roy 
Cohn, 
inter­ 
ceded for David Schine, a former 
subcommittee consultant now in 
the Army as a private. The re­ 
port cit- d alleged instances where 
it said McCarthy and Cohn exerted 
pressure for special treatment of 
Schine.

However, 
the performance of miracles today 
is not necessary for anything God 
• .wants his children to do. They are 
not needed to prove that Christ is 
the Son of God. 
That 
fact was 
proved conclusively by His resur­ 
rection, and a proposition once 
proved is forever proved. 
“We do not need miracles today 
to produce faith in Christ. We have 
the written ‘signs’ (John 20:30-31), 
and faith comes by hearing the 
word of God (Rom. 10:17). 
“ We do not need miracles today 
g*to sav 
the lost. They never were 
directly for that purpose. We are 
saved by obeying the truth (I Pet. 
1:22). The word of God is truth 
(John 17:17). We do not need mir­ 
acles today in order for God to an­ 
swer the prayers of His people. God 
works through natural law and 
spiritual law in answering prayer. 
“ We do not need miracles today 
to prove that the preacher is tell­ 
ing the truth and is approved by 
jiG od. The truth is in the inspired 
-'book. We only need to go to the 
book and test their teaching by it 
(2 Tim. 3:16-17). 
“ Paul said, ‘Charity never tak­ 
eth. but whether there be prophe­ 
cies, they shall fail; whether there 
be 
tongues, 
they 
shall 
cease; 
whether there 
be knowledge, it 
shall vanish away. For we know in 
part, and we prophesy in part. But 
when that which is perfect is come, 
g» then (hat which is in part shall be 
Jdone away’ (I (’or. 13:8-10). Those 
things which were in part referred 
to the spiritual gifts named in 
I Cor. 12. That which is ‘perfect’ 
referred to perfected revelation, or 
the perfect law of liberty (Jas.

The cross and 
its redeeming love has no condi­ 
tions 
attached, no technicalities 
that can make it invalid in certain 
cases. Whosoever believes on Him 
will not perish but have everlasting 
life. Thus the cross and its redeem­ 
ing love is big enough for any man 
and his burden of sin, sorrow, fear 
and anxiety. It is big enough for 
you and me.”

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PROGRESS IS RESEARCH 
PRESIDENT OF THE National Associa­ 
tion of Wheat Growers believes the U. S. j 
wheat surplus problem could be solved bv 
limiting annual production to one billion 
bushels. He contends 750 million bushels 
could be absorbed in domestic use and the 
remainder disposed of abroad. 
Jens Terjeson of Pendleton, Ore. — the j 
man quoted—accepts continuation of strict 
acreage controls and presumably other re­ 
strictions as the price of bringing slabil- j 
ity to the wheat growing industry. He I 
makes no recommendation as to the dis­ 
position of acres taken out of wheat. 
While his approach to the production 
phase appears to be more restrictive than i 
current legislation, the wheat growers or­ 
ganization is convinced that the ultimate 
solution of the surplus problem lies in in -1 
creased consumption at home and expand­ 
ed markets abroad. 
The organization is working constantly 
with the baking and milling industries, 
seeking greater use of the cereal for food 
as well as increased utilization of low grade I 
or damaged wheat as livestock feed and 
in industrial uses. Last year the associa­ 
tion sponsored in conjunction with the mill­ 
ing industry a continuing wheat utilization 
research program. 
Wheat controls, at best, are a necessary 
evil to be endured while new markets and 
uses are explored. 


HAVE NO FEAR 
THE MILLIONS who have s u f f e r e d 
from “zap'’ are now being informed that 
their worries are ended. “Zap,’* of course, 
is what happens to the human mind when 
a zipper jams. 
It is revealed on the authority of t h e 
original and leading manufacturer of zip­ 
pers that the “zap” has been removed by 
the invention of a new jam-free zipper. 
Word of this discovery made significant 
news in the apparel industry last week. 
The new snag-proof device took 12 years 
to develop and perfect. Apparently it is a 
little tab which, upon being pushed down 
ever so gently, springs the jaws of t h e 
zipper slider and allows the snagged ma­ 
terial to be pulled free. It is estimated by 
the $100 million-a-year zipper industry that 
there is a potential market for 400 million 
of the new zippers in the ready-to-wear 
field alone. And the prediction is that in 
a few years the American public will have 
nothing to do with other than catch-free 
zippers. 
And there in capsule is the epitome of 
the dynamic p o w e r of American industry. 
A people that c a n p r o g r e s s to better and 
better zippers need h a v e no fear of the 
unfolding future. 


The problem that John Foster Dulles 
faces at Caracas, Venezuela, is that the So­ 
viet Universal State has successfully pene­ 
trated an area in Latin America; has es­ 
tablished a base for operations in Guate­ 
mala; has disaffected both Hondurases 
and Costa Rica; is moving rapidly i n t o 
Cuba and Mexico. British Honduras is at 
this moment in particular danger of be­ 
coming part of the Guatemalan Commu­ 
nist base. 
This moves the danger from the realm 
of theory into that of reality. The Panama 
Canal is imperilled, as anybody can see 
who reads a map. But equally important, 
the United States can be isolated from its 
Latin American neighbors and can be di­ 
verted from its world policies to a defen­ 
sive program on the American continents. 
While our statesmen excite themselves 
over small politics at home, we are being 
invaded, in the sense that areas t h a t 
have been important to this country’s na­ 
tional existence since Thomas Jefferson 
was President are being absorbed by our 
national enemy. 
This is the problem and it will not be 
solved by the current trend toward happy 
talk which means nothing when historic 
events rush at terrific speed against us. 
The realities are grim because involved is 
our national existence. 
While some of our so-called statesmen 
continue to view without alarm, in their 
relaxing material comforts, the penetra­ 
tion into our own government, they cannot 
ignore the base established in Guatemala 
by the Kremlin, or the pressures u p o n 
other countries, particularly Costa R i c a , 
Cuba and Mexico. Dulles is facing up to 
the situation realistically and fearlessly 
but he may be late. 
The 
“Good 
Neighbor Policy” of the 
Roosevelt Administration, d e v i s e d by 
Stanley High and carried forward by Nel­ 
son Rockefeller, proved to be a failure, not 
so much because the program was wrong 
but because of the “Europe First Policy,” 
which diverted attention from both China 
and Latin America. Russia took advan­ 
tage of the diversion to conquer China and 
to penetrate Latin America. When brie re­ 
views all the facts, it stands clear t h a t 
even when the United States was an ally of 
Soviet Russia, the latter was making sal­ 
ient moves against this country. 
The harm done in Latin America can be 
undone but not by a casual policy or by 
failure to act effectively. One of the first 
necessities is a full understanding with the 
Argentine, with the very Peron whom our 
Left Wing geniuses painted as a bad dic­ 
tator while they were supporting Stalin as 
a good dictator. Peron can add to o u r 
strength; without him our difficulties will 
be multiplied many times. 
President Eisenhower apparently recog­ 
nized the peril early and sent his brother, 
Milton, to Latin America where he made 
an excellent impression and gained impor­ 
tant information as to what ought to be 
done. What influence Milton Eisenhower’s 
report had upon State Department think­ 
ing, I do not know, but it would s e e m , 
from events, to have been significant. By 
sending Milton Eisenhower to Latin Amer­ 
ica and the Vice President, Richard Nixon, 
to Asia, the President got an objective 
view of our two most perilous situations. 
In doing it that way, the President was 
wiser than most of us thought at the time.

A Fuller, Longer Life Seen 
For Coronary Attack Victims

FULL retirem ent and only a 
short life expectancy was once 
thought to be the only future 
possible for a victim of a coro­ 
nary attack. 
T his type of h e a rt disease 
occurs when a clot forms in the 
arteries supplying blood to the 
h e a rt 
Better Expectancy 
However, the patient’s life ex­ 
pectancy is not nearly so limited 
as has been generally believed. 
And all activities need not be 
completely restricted. 
Of course, the physician’s in­ 
structions must be obeyed in all 
of these cases, for every case is a 
little different. 
Study of Disabled 
Recently, a study was made of 
a group of men who were granted 
disability because of this type of 
heart disease. 
It was found th a t 70 per cent 
lived five years or more, 51 per 
cent lived IO years or more, and 
34 per cent were still living 15 
years after their original heart 
disablement. 
Those who suffer from heart 
disease because of rh e u m a tic 
fever or other such diseases do 
not fare as well as those who have 
had coronary attacks. Appreci­ 


able numbers of men recovered 
sufficiently from their disabling 
heart disease to resume normal 
employment. 
The rates of recovery from dis­ 
ability were greater for younger 
than for older men. 
Without minimizing the ad­ 
verse effects and the bad aspects 
of heart disease, it is encouraging 
to see th at even severe heart dis­ 
ease is compatible with prolonged 
survival and th at there Is even 
the possibility of resuming work 
again. 
Follow Advice 
Of course, any person suffering 
a heart attack should follow his 
physician’s instructions explicitly 
as to his physical care, and he 
should also follow his advice 
about work and other activities. 
The patient suffering from co­ 
ronary heart disease has greater 
recovery and survival chances 
than those with most other types 
of heart trouble. But it requires 
careful regulation of all activities 
as the physician instructs. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER

the male organs can be induced 
by taking male hormones? 
Answer: No, this is not true. 
However, if a cancer is present, It 
can intensify and increase the 
cancer’s action

W ASHINGTON—An idea for a 
new 
way of fighting fires, 
de­ 
veloped by a fireman in the na­ 
tion’s capital, has meant a cut in 
losses in th a t city and may quick­ 
ly catch on in other big communi­ 
ties across the country. 
The new plan enables firemen 
to “knock down” a fire in its early 
stages—during the period when 
conventional 
fire fighters 
would 
still be coupling hose lines to street 
hydrants. 
Using a team of two fire trucks, 
the D istrict of Columbia system 
w orks like this: 
The first truck, using 1*4-tach 
hose instead of the conventional 
2% -inch lines, pulls up in front of 
the building where the fire is just 
getting started.

Using the conventional 2 *4-tach 
hose, the second truck hooks up to 
a street hydrant to take w ater 
from the nearest w ater main. An­

Thus, at about the tim e the tank 
on the first truck has been emp­ 
tied. the second truck is ready to 
sta rt pumping w ater to replenish 
the supply tank.

PRESSURE from the pumping 
of the second fire engine provides 
a boost for the pumper on the first 
engine, providing an even greater 
stream of w ater on the fire and 
perm itting use of more I % -inch 
lines. Figures show th at 90 per 
cent of the fires in the D istrict of 
Columbia can be put out in this 
manner.

T h e 
rest of the world will watch Cara­ 
cas for a sign of American strength 
on the home continents. 
As it is expected that there is to 
be no success at Geneva in April, 
it is essential for American pres­ 
tige as for realities of our historic 
role that Caracas should not be a 
failure. The Geneva Conference is 
already hopeless. France and Can­ 
ada are already openly indicating 
a desire to recognize Red China as 
a realistic approach to that prob­ 
lem.

For the United States, such rec­ 
ognition is not realistic at all. 
It 
means a total defeat in the Korean 
War; it means the conquest of 
Southeast Asia by the Soviet Uni­ 
versal State and the exclusion of 
the United States from that conti 
nent. it means that again, as after 
our military defeat in Korea, each 
nation will have to reassess its po­ 
sition vis-a-vis the United States 
and Russia. It will increase neu­ 
tralism.

Type On Earth 


At a time wh en so many in Pick­ 
away Co unty and acro ss th e natio n 
are pausing to recall th e abiding 
truth s o f th e Lenten seaso n, 
th e 
latest public th eo ries o f o ne o f th e 
wo rld’s fo remo st astro no mers de­ 
serve far mo re attentio n th an th ey 
h ave received. 
Even th o se o f 
11s wh o may h o ld 
o nly casual views to ward relig­ 
io n, and even th e y awning skep- 
tics, sh o uld find material fo r se­ 
rio us th o ugh t in th e mo st recent 
writings o f Dr. Harlo w Sh apley 
o f Harvard. He believes t h e r e 
are pro bably 100 millio n o th er 
planets in th e universe with co n­ 
ditio ns suitable fo r “ h igh fo rms 
o f life.” And th e life o n so me o f 
th em, h e adds, may surpass in 
many way s th at upo n th e earth . 
Such beliefs less th an a century 
ago wo uld h ave bro ugh t sno rts o f 
derisio n fro m th e so -called learned 
—including pro bably th e gentleman 
wh o o nce th eo rized th e No rth ern 
Ligh ts were caused by th e sun re­ 
flecting o ff th e Arctic ice. Even a 
few decades ago it was co nsidered 
“ dream stuff” to dwell o n th e 
ch ance th at we aren’t th e to p do gs, i 
ph y sically , mentally and spiritual-1 
ly , o n th e co smic stage. 
Th at, perh aps, was largely due 
to th e fact th at so much o f o ur 
astro no mical research h ad to be 
limited by th e available equipment 
to o ur sun’s o wn family and its 
mo re my sterio us fringes in space. 
Undo ubtedly it was also partly due 
to th e nasty h abit o f calculating all y ear, 
o th er “ life” by th e scientific y ard- 
j 
sticks wh ich we o urselves devise.

Claims Studies Hint

At a time when so many in Pick- : 
away County and across the nation 
are pausing to recall the abiding 
truths of the Lenten season, 
the 
latest public theories of one of the 
world's foremost astronomers de- II 
serve far more attention than they 
have received. 
Even those of us who may hold 
only casual views toward relig­ 
ion, and even the yawning skep­ 
tics, should find material for se­ 
rious thought in the most recent 
writings of Dr. Harlow Shapley 
of Harvard. He believes t h e r e 
are probably IOO million other 
planets in the universe with con­ 
ditions suitable for “ high forms 
o» life.” And the life on some of 
them, he adds, may surpass in 
many ways that upon the earth. 
Such beliefs less than a century 
ago would have brought snorts of 
derision from the so-called learned 
—including probably the gentleman 
who once theorized the Northern 
Lights were caused by the sun re­ 
flecting off the Arctic ice. Even a 
few decades ago it was considered 
“ dream 
stuff” 
to dwell on the 
chance that we aren’t the top dogs, 
physically, mentally and spiritual­ 
ly, on the cosmic stage. 
That, perhaps, was largely due 
to the fact that so much of our 
astronomical research had to 
be 
limited by the available equipment 
to our sun’s own family and 
its 
more mysterious fringes in space. 
Undoubtedly it was also partly due 
to the nasty habit of calculating all 
other “ life” by the scientific yard­ 
sticks which we ourselves devise.

EV EN HIGH school students to­ 
day can probably recall the time 
when it was taken for granted the 
whole great scheme around us was 
filled with “ dead worlds” , except 
“ maybe M ars which has strange- 
looking can als.” 
But the years, the completion of 
far more powerful telescopes Lo 
reach deeper into space, and the 
painstaking efforts of those w h o 
dedicate their lives to the stars 
have 
eliminated 
much 
of 
the 
world’s self-satisfaction. Some of it 
m ay have also come from a deep­ 
er awakening by man himself. 
Thus, for those who give a hoot, 
the words of Dr. Shapley, famed 
astronomer, should come as new 
inspiration in the way of spiritual 
faith. (Those who don’t give a hoot 
needn’t concern us here. 
T h e y 
haven’t read this far anyway.) 
True to the traditions of 
all 
the great modem 
astronomers, 
Dr. Shapley is extra cautious in 
reporting his views in a recent 
book, 
“ Climatic 
Change.” 
He 
reasons it this way: 
Suppose only one star or sun in 
a million has any planets at all. 
And suppose only one in a thou­ 
sand of those families of planets 
has the conditions “ suitable for the 
life experiment.” That means a 
near-circular 
orbit, 
proper 
dis­ 
tance from a warmth-giving star, 
proper m ass, atmosphere, and ro­ 
tation period for night and day. 
That would mean only one life- 
bearing planet for every b i l l i o n 
stars.
